DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because reference number 16, lacks an 
arrow pointing to the adaptor. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only 
one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to 
show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Khachaturian (6425710). Khachaturian discloses an adaptor mechanism for 
attaching a tripod to a portable liquid storage tank comprised of at least one 
member 19,20 adapted to be secured to the storage tank 15, 16 at least one 
structure 37, adapted to secure said member to the storage tank; and at least 
one pocket 27, adapted to secure said tripod to said storage tank. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Khachaturian (6425710). Khachaturian as advanced above fails to disclose 
a mechanical device for lifting a load and a ladder. The use of mechanical lifting 
device is commonly used in the art. A tripod, and a drilling and/or producing 
facility is located, as best seen in Figure 3,, in which a ladder and lifting 
mechanism would be require. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art that the platform apparatus of Khachaturian contains a 
mechanical lifting device and ladder, because that equipment is utilized for a 
drilling and/or producing facility. 
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It would have been further obvious in view of the structure as advanced 
above to use the platform apparatus in the method as claimed, i.e. positioning 
the ladder , mounting the tank, securing the adaptor mechanism, securing the 
tripod, using the mechanical device, descending the ladder, while producing the 
no new and unexpected results.
